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A  PENNSYLVANIA-GERMAN  HOUSE  "      - 

A  noteworthy  acquisition  to  the  Museum  in  recent  months  is  the  interior 
woodwork  of  a  house  from  Millbach,  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania,  unique 
in  its  richness  among  all  the  surviving  Pennsylvania-German  houses  known 
to  students. 

It  comes  as  a  generous  gift  from  Mrs.  Pierre  S.  du  Pont  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lammot  du  Pont.  Acknowledgment  is  also  due  to  Mr.  J.  Stogdell  Stokes 
for  having  brought  this  house  to  light  and  enlisted,  by  his  efforts  and  enthu- 
siasm, the  support  of  the  donors. 

It  was  during  the  third  period  of  the  German  immigration  into  Penn- 
sylvania, beginning  about  1727,  that  the  full  tide  of  new-comers  was  sweeping 
into  the  counties  of  Lebanon,  Dauphin,  and  Lehigh.  The  political  refugees 
from  the  Palatinate,  that  territory  along  the  Rhine  from  Mainz  and  Frank- 
fort southward  to  Strasburg,  were  the  first  to  seek  these  shores,  and  they 
were  augmented  in  1710  by  the  Mennonites  from  Zurich  and  Bern  craving 
asylum  from  religious  persecution.  By  the  second  quarter  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  the  exodus  from  Germany  had  begun  in  good  earnest,  and  from  all 
the  states  of  the  Rhine  Vallej^  came  adventurers  in  search  of  the  Elysian 
Fields,  with  hopes  raised  high  by  the  accounts  sent  back  by  their  predecessors. 
Those  who  survived  the  hardships  and  uncertainties  of  the  tedious  months 
of  travelling  were  well  compensated  in  the  fertile  lands  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
by  their  industry  and  inherited  arts  of  husbandry  drew  forth  just  rewards 
from  a  wilHng  soil. 

The  house  from  which  the  interior  has  been  taken  is  that  of  the  prosperous 
miller  of  Millbach  at  Illig's  Mill  in  the  rich  valley  of  Mill  Run,  a  tributary  of 
Tulpehocken  Creek.  At  this  spot  in  1735  a  momentous  scene  in  the  religious 
history  of  Pennsylvania  was  enacted  with  the  baptism  at  Bunker's  Spring  of 
Peter  Miller  and  three  of  his  Elders  with  ^-heir  families,  seceders  from  the 
Tulpehocken  and  Lancaster  Congregations  to  the  Ephrata  Communit_y.^ 

The  house,  standing  at  a  fork  of  the  road,  is  built  of  local  rubble  stone, 
the  quoins  of  dressed  stone  and  arched  windows  of  the  first  story  together 
with  a  string  course  two-thirds  up,  breaking  an  otherwise  plain  wall.  The 
high-pitched  gambrel  roof  is  its  outstanding  feature,  wherein  the  overhanging

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cornices  and  sweeping  curves  of  the  roof-ends  approach  the  treatment  of 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  houses  in  Eichelberg  and  Etterzhausen.^ 

It  is  the  interior  that  is  of  chief  importance  to  us,  the  first  floor  contain- 
ing two  rooms  at  one  end,  and  a  great  hall,  the  principal  family  living  room 
and  kitchen,  extending  through  the  house.     The  main  feature  of  the  hall  is

the  fireplace.  Here  the  opening  is  crowned  by  a  mantel  nearly  ten  feet  long 
which  is  hewn  from  one  piece  of  oak,  with  its  front  side  moulded.  Four 
doors,  which  fold  back  on  either  side,  enclose  the  opening,  or  partially  close  it, 
obviously  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  the  draft.  At  the  right  of  the  entrance, 
the  staircase  (Figure  1)  gives  access  to  the  upper  floor  and  forms  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  features  of  the  house.  The  treads  are  broad  and  the 
risers  low,  providing  an  easy  ascent,  which  is  broken  by  a  landing  at  the  turn 
of  the  staircase.  The  newel  post  and  balusters  are  square,  the  former  being 
somewhat  flattened,  and  quite  unlike  the  work  elsewhere  in  the  colonies.  To 
find  types  approaching  this,  it  is  necessary  to  look  at  the  woodwork  of  the 
seventeenth  century  in  Europe,  since  they  are  characteristic  forms  of  the

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baroque  style.  Originating  in  Italy  they  passed  to  France,  England,  and  Ger- 
man.y,  and  filtered  down  from  the  palaces  to  ordinary  dwellings.  There  is 
a  house  of  plaster  in  Bohemia  at  Kundratitz\  which  has  great  corner  and 
central  posts  almost  identical  with  the  shape  and  cutting  of  this  newel  post 
at  Millbach.     The  balustrade  of  the  Colonna  Gardens^  in  Rome,  built  in

1618,  and  the  organ  loft  of  Santa  Maria  del  Popolo,  also  in  Rome  and  dating 
1658,  show  the  square  baluster  which  was  borrowed  and  variously  interpreted 
in  northern  Europe  during  the  later  seventeenth  century. 

The  doors  of  this  house  are  an  unusual  and  handsome  feature  with 
raised  carved  panels  varying  in  their  arrangement,  sometimes  showing  five 
fielded  panels  as  in  (Figure  2),  and  again  ten  as  in  (Figure  3).  These  doors 
have  an  extra  surface  formed  by  the  carved  panel  above  the  fielded  surface, 
a  detail  which  imparts  a  richness  and  charm  that  is  lacking  in  the  plainer 
and  more  usual  treatment  of  other  colonial  work. 

Two  examples  of  woodwork,  one  from  JNIellinhof-Oldenburg  (Figure  4) 
and  now  in  the  Museum  at  Osnabriick,  and  the  second  in  the  Museum  at

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Limeburg^  (Figure  5),  show  in  the  former  case  the  rectangular  panels  cut 
with  curved  ends,  and  in  the  latter,  the  small  square  panels  on  the  doors 
and  walls,  showing  a  probable  source  of  the  design  of  our  doors,  and  at 
the  same  time  offering  a  reason  for  their  lack  of  appearance  elsewhere  in 
American  woodwork.  The  double-cock  wrought  iron  hinges  on  the  doors 
are  peculiar  to  the  region,  those  on  the  door  of  the  room  facing  toward 
the  road,  presumably  the  best  room,  are  the  most  ornate  of  all.  Here  stood, 
within  the  memory  of  some  residents  of  the  neighborhood,  a  tiled  stove

similar  to  the  Porzellan-stufen  common  to  Swiss  and  German  interiors,  the 
heat  for  this  purpose  coming  through  an  opening  in  the  wall  from  the 
kitchen  fire-place. 

In  the  great  chamber  above,  at  the  front  of  the  house,  one  wall  is  com- 
pletely sheathed  (Figure  6)  with  wide  and  narrow  boards  moulded  at  the  edges 
and  arranged  irregularly.  The  door  in  the  center,  hung  well  above  the 
floor,  leads  to  several  small  rooms,  each  having  a  fireplace  enclosed  by  a 
door  and  topped  by  a  heavy,  moulded  lintel.  The  great  summer  beam  of 
poplar  running  through  the  center  of  the  upper  story  is  of  extraordinary 
girth  and  deeply  cut  with  bold  mouldings,  proving  that  a  purely  utilitarian 
member  in  the  architectural  scheme  need  not  be  lacking,  at  the  same  time, 
in  beauty.  The  artificial  graining  of  the  woodwork  is  an  addition  of  the 
nineteenth  century.

and  beyond  the  panelled  border  is  the  date  1752.    These  names  are  Rhineland 
dialect  forms  of  Georg  Miiller  and  Maria  Caterina  Miiller.     The  records,

which  were  kept  after  1727,  of  immigrants  who  landed  in  Philadelphia,  as 
well  as  those  who  died  en  route,  contain  many  similar  names,  variously  spelt. 
Georg  appeared  as  Jerg,  Jurg,  Yerg  and  Yerrick.^  Variations  of  the  spelling 
of  Miiller  are  Muller  and,  as  on  the  wing  of  this  house  (1784),  Mieler. 

The  installation  of  the  interiors  must  await  the  completion  of  the  new 
Museum.    There  the  arts  of  the  Pennsylvania-German  country  will  find  a

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congenial  environment;  a  characteristic  Lebanon  County  dower  chest  with 
its  painted  bakisters  and  tuHps  outhned  in  white;  walnut  wainscot  chairs 
against  the  walls;  sgraffito  and  slip  pottery  upon  the  square-legged  tables; 
hand-loomed  fabrics  at  the  windows,  and  gay  certificates  of  birth  and  marriage 
upon  the  walls.  Thus  it  remains,  and  rightly  so,  for  a  Philadelphia  museum 
to  gather  a  collection  of  the  decorative  arts  of  the  Provinces  of  Pennsylvania 
representative  of  an  event  in  American  colonization  "not  secondary  in 
importance  to  the  coming  of  William  Penn  himself  and  the  establishment  of 
his  Government  on  the  banks  of  the  Delaware."^

At  its  last  meeting,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Museum  Committee: 

The  Museum  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  received 
with  deep  regret  news  of  the  death  of 

SABINE  D'INVILLIERS  WISTER 

Honorary  Curator  of  Oriental  Potter}^  since  1900.  She  had  enriched 
the  collections  of  the  Museum  by  many  gifts.  Her  services  to  the 
institution  were  by  no  means  limited  to  those  of  this  office :  she  was 
a  Patron  in  Perpetuity,  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  had  acted  on  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  since  1887, 

The  purchase  of  the  building  at  Broad  and  Pine  Streets  for  the 
School  in  1893  for  upwards  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
was  greatly  promoted  by  Mrs.  Wister  (then  Mrs.  William  Weight- 
man,  Jr.),  who  secured  from  William  Weightman  the  gift  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  toward  the  cost,  contingent  upon  a  like 
sum  being  raised  by  the  Trustees  and  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women.     Mrs.  Wister  herself  contributed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  hereby  places  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  appre- 
ciation and  of  loss. 


NOTES 

THE  EXHIBITION  OF  PERSIAN  ART.  This  exhibition  has  created  such 
a  widespread  interest  that  it  has  been  extended  until  January  1st.  The  instal- 
lation now  occupies  six  galleries,  with  loans  of  the  very  highest  importance 
from  private  collections  such  as  those  of  Mrs.  H.  O.  Havemeyer,  Mr.  V. 
Everit  Macy,  Mr.  George  Hewitt  Myers,  Mrs.  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  and 
Mrs.  Rockefeller  McCormick,  from  museums,  and  from  dealers  both  in 
America  and  Abroad.  Particularly  notable  is  the  Kelekian  collection  of 
nearly  four  hundred  textiles,  never  before  shown  in  its  entirity.  The  Museum 
is  greatly  indebted  to  Arthur  Upham  Pope  who  has  assembled  the  exhibition.

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FRENCH  DECORATIVE  ART.  The  exhibition  of  Modem  Decorative 
and  Industrial  Art  from  the  Exposition  des  Arts  Decoratifs  of  1925  in  Paris, 
circulated  by  the  American  Association  of  Museums,  was  closed  on  December 
13th.  This  was  the  final  exhibition  of  the  collection  in  this  country,  whence 
it  will  be  returned  to  France. 


TAPESTRIES.  Upon  the  closing  of  the  Persian  Exhibition  the  notable 
tapestries  recently  acquired  by  the  Museum  will  be  huno;  in  the  East  Gallery, 
together  with  other  important  and  generous  loans,  including  the  magnificent 
Don  Quixote  set  belonging  to  Mr.  Fitz  Eugene  Dixon. 


MOUNT  PLEASANT.  The  exhibition  at  Mount  Pleasant,  as  a  branch 
museum  of  American  art  on  the  eve  of  the  Revolution,  will  be  continued 
open  throughout  the  winter  and  the  coming  year,  at  the  same  hours  as  here- 
tofore. Although  the  cooperation  of  the  subcommittee  of  the  Women's 
Committee  of  the  Sesquicentennial  came  to  an  end  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
Exposition  on  November  30th,  the  Museum,  according  to  present  plans,  will 
continue  the  administration  of  the  house  as  a  permanent  addition  to  its 
facilities. 

A  great  majority  of  the  loans  have  been  generously  continued  for  a  period, 
and  these  have  been  supplemented  bj^  "Turkey  carpets"  of  the  peiiod, 
purchased  for  the  purpose  in  the  Near  East  during  the  past  summer.  These 
are  the  gift  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Ludington,  and  form  an  important  addi- 
tion to  the  house;  they  are  excellent  examples  of  the  bold  designs  and  color 
schemes  used  in  fine  American  houses  of  the  eighteenth  century. 


PUBLICATIONS.  Photographic  copies  of  all  objects  belonging  to  the 
Museum  are  made  by  the  staff  photographer,  and  may  be  obtained  at  the 
information  desk;  in  cases  where  negatives  are  not  already  in  the  files,  orders 
will  be  taken  and  executed  as  promptly  as  possible.  Individual  postal  cards 
and  series  of  postal  cards  of  the  collections  are  published  by  the  Museum. 
The  publications  in  print  include  handbooks  of  collections,  special  exhibi- 
tions, and  catalogues  of  various  departments.  The  monthly  illustrated 
Bulletin  is  sent  free  to  membeis,  and  to  others  $2.00  a  year,  or  25  cents 
per  copy. 


The  reference  library  of  the  Museum  contains 
books  and  periodicals  on  art  and  related  subjects,  which  are  at  the  free  dis- 
posal of  the  public  for  consultation.  The  Librarian  will  give  any  assistance 
desired.  Open  from  9.30  a.  m.  to  4.00  p.  m.,  Saturdays  from  9.30  a.  m.  to 
12.30  p.  M.,  closed  Sundays,  Mondays,  and  holidays. 
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ADMITTANCE.  The  Museum  is  open  free  to  the  pubHc  every  day  except 
Mondays.  Summer  hours:  Sunday, from  1  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.;  other  days,  9.30 
A.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  Winter  hours:  Sunday,  from  1.30  p.  m.  to  4.30  p.  m.;  other 
days,  9.30  a.  m.  to  one  hour  before  sunset. 

PERSONNEL.  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Woodhouse,  Jr.,  having  desired  to  lighten 
his  work  at  the  Museum,  has  resigned  from  his  previous  positions,  and  has 
been  appointed  Adviser  in  the  Industrial  Arts  of  the  Eighteenth  Century, 
His  duties  do  not  now  involve  regularity  of  attendance  at  the  Museum,  so 
that  those  wishing  to  consult  him  should  preferably  make  an  appointment 
by  telephone.
